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Nothing wrong with help from Russia ns, Trump lawyersays

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump's law¬ 
yer Rudy Giuliani insisted 
there was "nothing wrong" 
with the president's 2016 
campaign taking informa¬ 
tion from the Russians, as 
House Democrats pledged 
stepped-up investigations 
into campaign misconduct 
and possible crimes of ob¬ 
struction detailed in special 
counsel Robert Mueller's re¬ 
port . 

Giuliani called the Trump 
campaign's effort to get 
political help from repre¬ 
sentatives of the Russian 
government possibly ill-ad¬ 
vised but not illegal. 

'There's nothing wrong with 
taking information from 
Russians," Giuliani said Sun¬ 
day, referring to a June 
2016 Trump Tower meeting 


involving Trump's son Don¬ 
ald Jr., son-in-law Jared 
Kushnerand former Trump 
campaign chairman Paul 
Manafort and a lawyer 
linked to Russia. The Trump 
campaign was seeking 
harmful information on 
Democratic presidential 
candidate Hillary Clinton. 
The Sunday news shows of¬ 
fered the latest back and 
forth following the long-an¬ 
ticipated release on Thurs¬ 
day of Mueller's 448-page 
redacted report on his 
two-year investigation into 
Russian interference in the 
2016 presidential election. 
Muellerfound no evidence 
of a conspiracy between 
Russia and the Trump cam¬ 
paign and made no deci¬ 
sion on obstruction of jus¬ 
tice.

Giuliani rebutted Sen. Mitt 
Romney, R-Utah, who said 
in a statement on Twitter 
Friday he was "sickened" 
by the findings in Mueller's 
report that cited details on 


how the Trump campaign 
welcomed political dirt 
from Russia. 

Giuliani said Romney should 
"stop the bull," saying that 
accepting negative infor¬ 
mation about a political 
opponent is common. "I 


would have advised, just 
out of excess of caution, 
don't do it," he said. Never¬ 
theless, 'there'sno crime." 
Pressed about whether 
there is a something wrong 
about using information 
stolen by foreign adver¬ 
saries, Giuliani said, "It de¬ 
pends on the stolen mate¬ 
rial." 

Trump, who spent the holi¬ 
day weekend at his private 
Mar-a-Lago club in Palm 
Beach, Florida, asserted in 
tweets Sunday that he had 
been fully cleared by Muel¬ 
ler's report and that Demo¬ 
crats' continued efforts to 
investigate him will prove 
politically costly. 

"Despite No Collusion, No 
Obstruction, The Radical 
Left Democrats do not 
want to go on to Legislate 
forthe good ofthe people, 
but only to Investigate and 
waste time. This is costing 
our Country greatly, and 
will cost the Demsbig time 
in 2020!" he tweeted. 
Muellerexplicitly did not ex¬ 
onerate Trump in the report 
on the question of obstruc¬ 
tion, citing in part Justice 
Depa rtment g uidelinesthat 
a sitting president shouldn't 
be indicted. 

Not ruling out impeach¬ 
ment, Rep.Jerrold Nadler, 
who chairs the House com¬ 
mittee that would hold 
impeachment hearings, 
said he remained puzzled 
why Mueller did not bring 
charges of criminal con¬ 
spiracy against those in the 
Trump Tower meeting. 

"All you have to prove for 
conspiracy is that they en¬ 
tered into a meeting of 
the minds to do something 
wrong and had one overt 
act. They entered into a 
meeting of the minds to 
attend a meeting to get 
stolen material on Hillary 


(Clinton). They went to the 
meeting. That's conspiracy 
right there," said Nadler, D- 
N.Y. 

Nadlersaid itwasnow up to 
Congress to investigate af- 
terthe special counsel said 
it did not establish enough 
evidence to bring charges 
of criminal conspiracy, yet 
detailed 10 allegations of 
Trump's attempts to ob¬ 
struct the Russia investiga¬ 
tion that left open whether 
Trump broke the law. 

Asked whetherthe offenses 
are impeachable, Nadler 
told NBC, "If proven, some 
of this would be impeach¬ 
able, yes" He said Demo¬ 
crats' current focus isto "go 
where the evidence leads 
us." 

Nadler has subpoenaed 
the Justice Department 
forthe full, unredacted re¬ 
port and said Sunday he 
was adding former White 
House counsel Don Mc- 
Gahn to the list of people 
he would call to testify be¬ 
fore his committee, along 
with Mueller and Attorney 
General William Barr. 
According to the special 
counsel's report, McGahn 
was among the Trump 
aides who effectively halt¬ 
ed Trump's efforts to influ¬ 
ence the Russia investiga¬ 
tion, rebuffing his demand 
to set Mueller's firing in mo¬ 
tion. 

Nadler has said he expects 
the Justice Department to 
comply with the subpoena 
forthe full report by May 1, 
the same day Barr is to tes¬ 
tify before a Senate com¬ 
mittee and one day before 
Barr is to appear before 
Nad let's panel. Nadlersum- 
moned Muellerto testify by 
May 23. 

Democratic leaders are 
under mounting pressure 
from the party's rising stars 


and some 2020 presidential 
contenders, including Sen. 
Elizabeth Warren of Mas¬ 
sachusetts and Julian Cas¬ 
tro, a former Housing and 
Urban Development secre¬ 
tary, to start impeachment 
proceedings. 

House Speaker Nancy Pe- 
losi, D-Calif., is pushing for 
a step-by-step approach 
to the House's oversight of 
Trump and has refused to 
consider impeachment 
without public support, in¬ 
cluding Republicans. Pelosi 
is convening House Demo¬ 
crats on Monday to assess 
next steps. 

Sen. Mike Lee, a memberof 
the Judiciary Committee, 
said it would be a "mistake" 
for Democrats to pursue 
further investigations that 
could lead to impeach¬ 
ment proceedings, arguing 
that the American pub¬ 
lic won't stand for it after 
Mueller failed to conclude 
thatcrimeshad been com¬ 
mitted. 

"It's time to move on," said 
Lee, R-Utah. 

Giuliani said Trump's le¬ 
gal team was weighing 
whether it would release a 
detailed written rebuttal to 
the Mueller report. 

"It may become necessary, 
whether they go ahead 
with the hearings or not, 
whether other issues are 
raised by different people 
— there's probably a point 
at which we'll use it. Right 
now we thinkthe public de¬ 
bate is playing out about 
aswell asitcan,"he said. 

In the redacted report, 
Muellersaid he considered 
bringing charges over the 
Trump Tower meeting but 
ultimately did not obtain 
admissible evidence that 
the campaign officials in¬ 
volved knew the actions 
were illegal. □

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump and his 
business organization sued 
the Democratic chairman 
of the House oversight 
committee on Monday 
to block a subpoena that 
seeks years of the presi¬ 
dent's financial records. 

The complaint became the 
latest front in the intensi¬ 
fying battle between the 
president and the Demo- 
cratswho controlthe House 
of Representatives and are 
committed to investigating 
Trump and his finances. The 
complaint, filed in federal 
court in Washington, said 
the subpoena from Rep. Eli¬ 
jah Cummings "has no legit¬ 
imate legislative purpose" 
and accusesDemocratsof 


harassing Trump and wield¬ 
ing their new majority in 
Congress to try to stain the 
president's standing. 
"Instead of working with the 
President to pass bipartisan 


legislation that would ac¬ 
tually benefit Americans, 
House Democrats are sin¬ 
gularly obsessed with find¬ 
ing something they can 
use to damage the Presi¬ 


dent politically," the lawsuit 
states. 

Cummings, a Maryland 
Democrat and chairman 
of the House Committee 
on Oversight and Reform, 
issued the subpoena ear¬ 
lier this month to Mazars 
USA, an accountantforthe 
president and Trump Orga¬ 
nization. He said Monday 
that the complaint "reads 
more like political talking 
points than a reasoned le¬ 
gal brief, and it contains a 
litany of inaccurate infor¬ 
mation." 

'The Presidenthasa long his¬ 
tory of trying to use baseless 
lawsuits to attack hisadver- 
saries, but there is simply no 
valid legal basis to interfere 
with this duly authorized 
subpoena from Congress," 
Cummings said. 'The White 
House is engaged in un¬ 
precedented stonewalling 
on all fronts, and they have 
refused to produce a single 
document orwitnessto the 
Oversight Committee dur¬ 
ing this entire year." 

The lawsuit accuses Cum¬ 
mings of failing to consult 
with Republicans on the 
panel before issuing the 
subpoena and says he re¬ 
lied on the testimony of 
Trump's former personal 
attorney, Michael Cohen, 
who told lawmakers in Feb¬ 
ruary that some of Trump's 
financial statements con¬ 
tained inaccuracies. Co¬ 
hen pleaded guilty last year 
to lying to Congress in 2017 
a bout a real estate deal in¬ 
volving Trump in Moscow. 
'The Cohen hearing was a 
partisan stunt, not a good- 
faith effort to obtain ac¬ 
curate testimony from a 
reliable witness,"the lawsuit 
says. 

The suit, in a sense, amounts 
to Trump — the leader of 
the executive branch of 
government — asking the 
judicial branch to stop the 
legislative branch from in¬ 
vestigating his past. To do 


so would break decades 
of precedent, which estab¬ 
lished that the legislature's 
investigative power is not 
limited to just researching 
possible legislation. Trump 
advisers have argued that 
the newest requests are 
fishing expeditions, broad- 
based inquires meant 
to extend beyond what 
should be in the investiga¬ 
tors' purview in orderto em¬ 
barrass Trump and could 
seta dangerousprecedent 
forfuture chief executives. 
The complaint a Iso says the 
subpoena seeks to investi¬ 
gate events that occurred 
before Trump was presi¬ 
dent and "has no legiti¬ 
mate legislative purpose."It 
says, "Democratsare using 
their new control of con¬ 
gressional committees to 
investigate every aspect of 
President Trump's personal 
finances, businesses, and 
even his family." 

J ay Sekulow, one ofTruimp's 
lawyers, said in a statement 
Monday that "we will not 
allow presidential harass¬ 
ment to go unanswered." 
Neither the White House 
nor Trump Organization 
responded to requests for 
comment. 

The lawsuit comes amid a 
widespread effort by the 
White House and the presi¬ 
dent's attorneys to refuse to 
cooperate with congressio¬ 
nal requests for information 
and records. 

Earlierthis month, the Trea¬ 
sury Department missed 
a deadline to hand over 
Trump's tax returns to the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee. A new dead¬ 
line was set for Tuesday 
but there has been no in¬ 
dication that Trump's team 
plans to cooperate. A 
White House spokesman 
referred requests for com¬ 
ment to one of the presi¬ 
dent's personal attorneys, 
who did not immediately 
respond .□

PHOENIX (AP) — Charges 
were dismissed against 
three students involved in a 
protest of U.S. Border Patrol 
agents at the University of 
Arizona that was captured 
on video. 

Ihe case was dismissed 
Friday at the request of 
prosecutors after they af¬ 
ter learned the university 
will conduct an administra¬ 
tive investigation into the 
March 19 protest in Tuc¬ 
son, said Amelia Cramer, 
chief deputy for the Pima 
County Attorney's Office, 
noting the students could 
face punishments if they're 
found to have violated the 
university's code of con¬ 
duct. 

The video shows a student 
standing in a hallway as 
two Border Patrols agents 
spoke inside a classroom to 
a student law-enforcement 
club, which had invited the 
agents to speak. The pro¬ 
tester repeatedly referred 
to the Border Patrol as the 
"murder patrol." 

'This is supposed to be a 
safe space forstudents, but 
they allow an extension of 


the KKK into campus," said 
the student, who later de¬ 
clined an invitation to join 
the group inside the class¬ 
room. 

Other students later joined 
in the chantsof "munderpa- 
trol" as the agents walked 
out of the classroom and 
were followed to parking 
garage where they left in 
an SUV. 

The video footage sparked 
anger among members of 
the union that represents 
Border Patrol agents. A few 
days later, the university 
announced that two stu¬ 
dents were being charged 
with interference with the 
peaceful conduct of an 
educational institution for 
their role in the protest. 
The third student was later 
charged. 

Supporters say the three 
students— Denisse Moreno 
Melchor, Mariel Alexandra 
Bustamante and Marianna 
Ariel Coles-Curtis — had 
free speech rights to pro¬ 
test the agents' presence. 
Theystarted an online cam¬ 
paign to drop the case and 
staged demonstrations in 
Tucson. A protest planned 
for Monday outside Pima 


County Consolidated Jus¬ 
tice Court, where the three 
were scheduled to be ar¬ 
raigned, has been called 
off. 

In separate interviews Mon¬ 
day, the three students 


attributed the dismissal 
to pressure that their sup¬ 
porters put on authorities, 
including a flood of phone 
calls to the county attor¬ 
ney's office. 

Bustamante said she be¬ 


lieves the charges were a 
response from pressure that 
the Border Patrol union put 
on the university. "It seems 
like they wanted to make 
an example of us," Busta- 
ma nte sa id .□ 


Appeals court 
nixes c ondo's c oed 
swimming restrictions 


TOMS RIVER, N.J . (AP) — A 

federal appeals court has 
ruled that a New Jersey 
condominium association 
violated women's rights by 
setting separate swimming 
hours for male and female 
residents. 

The 3rd U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals said the sched¬ 
ule adopted by A Country 
Place's condominium as¬ 
sociation was "plainly un¬ 
equal in its allotment of fa¬ 
vorable swimming times" 
The Lakewood condo¬ 
minium complex, which 
serves people 55 or older, 
restricts swimming by gen¬ 
der at certain times in ac¬ 
cord with Jewish law that 
prohibits men and women 
from bathing together. Or¬ 
thodox Jewish residents 
made up about two thirds 


of residents, but several 
non-Orthodox homeown¬ 
ers sued in 2016 after being 
fined $50 each after refus¬ 
ing to abide by the rules. 

A judge ruled in January 
that the separate swim 
hours weren't discriminato¬ 
ry because they applied to 
both sexes equally, but the 
appeals court overturned 
thatdecision Monday. 
Under the rules, men and 
women were only allowed 
in the pooltogetherfortwo 
hours on weekdays and 
all day Saturday, when, 
the court noted, 'Ortho¬ 
dox residents would not 
go swimming on the Jew¬ 
ish Sabbath." An attorney 
for the condominium asso¬ 
ciation didn't immediately 
return an email seeking

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Back to Earth: Washington set to allow 'human composting 1

OLYMPIA, Vfesh. (AP) — 

Washington appears set to 
become the first state to 
allow a burial alternative 
known as "natural organic 
reduction" — an acceler¬ 
ated decomposition pro¬ 
cess that turns bodies into 
soil within weeks. 

"fhe bill legalizing the pro¬ 
cess, sometimes referred 
to as "human composting," 
has passed the Legislature 
and is headed to the desk 
of Democratic Gov. Jay In- 
slee. 

If signed by Inslee, the new 
law would take effect May 
1, 2020. Inslee spokeswom¬ 
an Jaime Smith said that 
while the governor's office 
is still reviewing the bill, 'this 
seems like a thoughtful ef¬ 
fort to soften our footprint" 
on the Earth. 

The measure's sponsor, 
Democratic Sen. Jamie 
Pedersen of Seattle, said 
that the low environmental 
impact way to dispose of 
remains makes sense, es¬ 


pecially in crowded urban 
areas. 

"Fhe natural organic reduc¬ 
tion process yields a cubic 
yard (0.76 cubic meters) of 


soil per body — enough to 
fill about two large wheel¬ 
barrows. Pedersen said 
that the same laws that ap¬ 
ply to scattered cremated 
remains apply to the soil: 
Relatives can keep the 
soil in urns, use it to plant 
a tree on private property 
or spread it on public land 
in the state as long as they 
comply with existing per¬ 
missions regarding remains. 
"It is sort of astonishing that 
you have this completely 
universal human experi¬ 
ence — we're all going to 
die — and here's an area 
where technology has 
done nothing for us We 
ha ve the two mea ns of d is- 
posing of human bodies 
that we've had for thou- 
sandsof years, burying and 
burning," Pedersen said. "It 
just seems like ana rea that 


is ripe for having technol¬ 
ogy help give us some bet¬ 
ter options than we have 
used." 

Pedersen said an entrepre¬ 
neurial constituent whose 
study of the process be¬ 
came her master's thesis 
brought the idea to him. 
Katrina Spade, the founder 
and CEO of Recompose , 
was a graduate student in 
architecture at University 
of Massachusetts Amherst 
when she came up with 
the idea — modeling it on 
a practice farmers have 
used for decades to dis¬ 
pose of livestock. 

She modified thatprocessa 
bit, and found that the use 
of wood chips, alfalfa and 
straw creates a mixture of 
nitrogen and carbon that 
accelerates natural de¬ 
composition when a body 


is placed in a temperature 
and moisture-controlled 
vessel and rotated. 

Six human bodies — all 
donors who Spade said 
wanted to be part of this 
study — were reduced to 
soil during a pilot project at 
Washington State University 
last year. "Fhe transforma¬ 
tion from body to soil took 
between four and seven 
weeks, Spade said. 

A price for the service 
hasn't yet been set, but the 
Recompose website states 
that the company's "goal is 
to build a sustainable busi¬ 
ness to make recomposi¬ 
tion a permanent death 
care option, serve people 
fordecadesto come, and 
make our services avail¬ 
able to all who want them." 
According to the Crema¬ 
tion Association of North 
America, Washington 
state's cremation rate is the 
highest in the nation. More 
than 78 percent of those 
who died in the state in 
2017 were cremated, and 
that number is expected to 
increase to more than 82 
percent in 2022. 

Rob Goff, executive di¬ 
rector of the Washington 
State Funeral Directors As¬ 
sociation, said his group 
has been getting questions 
about the new process, 
and Spade has been a 
speaker at a series of re¬ 
cent district meetings of 
the association. 

'To be able to provide 
more options for people's 
choices is a very exciting 
thing," he said. Spade said 
that she doesn't want to re¬ 
place cremation or burial, 
but instead offer a mean¬ 
ingful alternative that isa Iso

NEW YORK (AP) — Out¬ 
breaks in New York state 
continue to drive up the 
numberof U.S. measlescas- 
es, which are approaching 
levels not seen in 25 yea rs. 
Health officials say 71 more 
cases were reported last 
week, with 68 of them from 


New York. That brings this 
year's total to 626. 

That is already the most 
since 2014, when 667 were 
reported for the whole 
year. The most before that 
was 963 c a se s in 1994. 
Twenty-two states have re¬ 
ported cases, but the vast 
majority have been in New 
York — mainly in New York 


City and in nearby Rock¬ 
land County. Most of the 
New York cases have been 
unvaccinated people in 
OrthodoxJ ewish communi¬ 
ties.

Officials say 6 
people died in lexas 
small plane crash 


DALLAS (AP) — A man 

who was part-owner of a 
plane that crashed Mon¬ 
day in Texas, killing all six 
people aboard, said he 
and his friend who owned 
the plane regularly volun¬ 
teered to fly sick people in 
remote partsofthe country 
to hospitals in Houston and 
Dallas 

Officials have not yet re¬ 
leased the identities of 
the six aboard the aircraft 
when it crashed into the 
rocky hills of a centra I Texas 
ranch, according to au¬ 
thorities, while preparing 
to land. Charles Morina of 
Dallas told The Associated 
Press that he did not know 
if his partner was among 
those aboard, nor did he 
know what caused the 
crash. 

The twin-engine aircraft 
went down just before 9 
a.m. as it approached an 
airport in Kerrville, a city 
about 70 miles(110 kilome¬ 
ters) northwest of San An¬ 


tonio, according to Feder¬ 
al Aviation Administration 
spokesman Lynn Lunsford. 
The pilot and the five other 
people aboard the plane 
were all killed, said Sgt. Or¬ 
lando Moreno, a spokes¬ 
man for the Texas Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety. 
State law enforcement 
officials secured the crash 
site ahead of FAA and Na¬ 
tional Tra nsp o rta tio n Sa fety 
Board investigators' arrival 
Monday. 

The Beechcraft BE58 took 
off from an airport outside 
Houston earlier Monday 
and crashed about 6 miles 
(10 kilometers) northwest of 
Kerrville Municipal Airport, 
Lunsford said. The flight was 
not a scheduled commer¬ 
cial route, he said. 

The downed plane was a 
manufactured by Raythe¬ 
on Aircraft in 1999 and was 
co-owned by two people, 
according to FAA records. 
The cause of the crash 
hasn't been determined. □

— Spanish politicians are 
swapping campaign buses 
for tractors, buddying up 
with hunters and inspecting 
home-grown tomatoes in 
Spain's often-neglected ru¬ 
ral regions as they hunt for 
votes in Sunday's general 
election, one ofthe coun¬ 
try's most polarized votes in 
decades. 

The ballot comes as Spa in's 
traditional bipartisan po¬ 
litical landscape — which 
used to revolve around the 
center-left Socialists and 
the conservative Popular 
Party — has fractured into 
five main political parties, 
including a far-right popu¬ 
list newcomer. That has 
spurred a race for votes in 
Spain's overrepresented 
hinterland, where nearly 
one-third of the seats in 
parliament's lower house 
are up forgrabs 
Spa in's electoral rulesgrant 
a biggersay in parliament's 
lower house to provinces 
with shrinking populations. 
A few thousand votes in 
these areas can swing a 
win for one party or anoth¬ 
er, turning the "every vote 
counts"cliche into a reality 
for candidates far from the 
big cities. 

That doesn't mean these 
politicians are getting a 
warm welcome. 

Marry Jurado, 64, lives in 
central Spain's Alcudia val¬ 
ley, surrounded by pastures 
dotted with holm oaks, with 
her husband and son, the 
only remaining residents in 
the village of La Bienveni- 
da. She'swary of politicians 
knocking on farmers'doors. 
"All I wish is that they don't 
forget about us once the 
elections are over," she 


said. 

Socialist Prime Minister Pe¬ 
dro Sanchez is the politi¬ 
cian most favored by the 
splintering of Spain's right 
wing into three parties. But 
his ability to stay in office 
hinges not just on how well 
the front-running Socialist 
party does in the national 
vote but a Iso on how his di¬ 
vided opposition performs. 
Sanchez or others will likely 
need the backing of other 
parties to form a coalition 
government, making the 
race for rural votes even 
more critical. 

Spanish politicians across 
the political spectrum are 
seeking both photos of 
themselves in muddy boots 
and headlines promising 
more investments for rural 
jobs, better internet access 
and more local schools 
and health care centers. 
Nestled at the top of a hill, 
La Bienvenida has gone 
from having 50 families only 


20 years ago to seeing 'for 
sale" signs on house after 
house. A 37-year-old dairy 
farmer is the breadwinner 
in the only inhabited house, 
and also J urado'sonly rea¬ 
son to stay. 

"If my son loses his job, I'm 
done with it, I'll leave," said 
the retired truck driver. 'The 
days are hard and long 
enough forsomebody who 
enjoyscompany." 

Her wish list for lawmakers 
has two items: Make sure 
pensions keep up with infla¬ 
tion and create more jobs 
forthe young. 

At a state-of-the-art game 
preserve down the road, 
a provincial candidate 
from the far-right Vox party 
was telling people that his 
upstart party will unapolo- 
getically defend hunting 
against "lefties, ecologists 
and animalists who tell ru¬ 
ral dwellers how to live their 
lives." 

Ricardo Chamorro, a law¬ 


yer, fell out with the Popular 
Party and embraced the 
nationalist populism of Vox, 
whose programechoesthe 
'take back control" man¬ 
tra of populist movements 
across the globe. The party 
vows to defend Spain from 
Muslims, communists and 
Catalan separatists, who 
held a defiant secession 
referendum in 2017, un¬ 
leashing a wave of Spanish 
nationalism. 

"We are committed to ru¬ 
ral Spain, which sees the 
money flowing to richer ar¬ 
eas that are being disloyal 
to the nation," Chamorro 
said to applause from three 
dozen farmers who gath¬ 
ered under stuffed boar 
and deer trophies at a bar 
in Brazatortas, on the edge 
ofthe Alcudia valley. 
Barring any last-minute sur¬ 
prises, Vox is poised to grab 
29 to 37 deputies in Spain's 
350-seat national parlia¬ 
ment on Sunday, a big 


splash fora party that only 
last year made its first big 
advance with a win in the 
regional election in Anda¬ 
lusia, a Socialist strong ho Id. 
With nearly 400,000 voters 
in a country of 37 million, 
the rural Ciudad Real prov¬ 
ince is a mirror of national 
politics. In the last general 
election in 2016, three of 
the five deputies chosen 
here went to the Popular 
Pa rty a nd two to the Soc ia I- 
ists. This year, polls a re pre¬ 
dicting at least two seats 
for the Socialists and one 
forthe Popular Party, with 
the remaining two up for 
grabs among four parties, 
including the center-right 
Citizens Party and the Vox 
party. 

Only the anti-austerity Uni- 
das Podemos party seems 
to be left out in the prov¬ 
ince, according to the lat¬ 
est polls. At the national 
level, Podemos could lose 
up to 15 deputiesfrom rural 
a teas in Sunday's vote. 
Blanca Fernandez, Ciudad 
Real's 41-year-old Socialist 
candidate, said politicians 
and the media are victim¬ 
izing the countryside. 

"It bothers me deeply when 
people (politicians) climb 
onto tractors in a forced 
manner,"she said. "It'san in¬ 
sult to those who live here." 
What the Socialists want, 
she said, "is for anybody 
in Spain to have access 
to services in comparable 
quality conditions, no mat¬ 
ter where they live. And 
that means more opportu¬ 
nities in rural areas." 

'There's no future for the 
farmland without women 
or schools," she said. 

During two straight days of 
campaigning, Fernandez 
and Chamorro listened to 
similar concerns Q

Libyan force slows Tripoli push over concerns for civilians

TUNIS, Tunisia (AP) — A self- 
styled Libyan army slowed 
down its push on the coun¬ 
try's capital over concerns 
for civilians caught up in 
the violence, as the U.N. 
refugee agency said Mon¬ 
day that the fighting for 
Tripoli has displaced more 
than 32,000 people. 

Fighting erupted on April 5, 
pitting the self-styled Ubyan 
National Army, led by com¬ 
mander Khalifa Hifter and 
aligned with a rival govern¬ 
ment in the east, against 
militias affiliated with Tripo¬ 
li's U.N.-supported govern¬ 
ment. 

The clashes threaten to ig¬ 


nite a new c ivil wa r in Libya 
on the scale of the 2011 
uprising that toppled and 


killed longtime dictator 
MoammarGadhafi. 

The U.N. envoy for Libya, 


Ghassan Salame, said 
Monday that "divisions that 
prevail in the international 
community overthe Libyan 
problem" are impeding ef- 
fortsto impose a cease-fire. 
He spoke at a pressconfer- 
ence following a meeting 
in Tunisia with the country's 
ministerofforeign affairs. 
Hifterhasreceived aid from 
the United Arab Emirates, 
Egypt, Russia and France. 
On Friday, President Dona Id 
Trump spoke with the Uby¬ 
an commander by phone. 
A White House statement 
said 'the two discussed a 
shared vision for Libya's 
transition to a stable, dem¬ 
ocratic political system." 
The death toll from this 


mo nth's fighting climbed to 
264, including combatants 
and civilians, the World 
Health Organization said 
Monday. It said 1,266 peo¬ 
ple had been wounded. 
Since launching his push, 
which many see as a pow¬ 
er grab for Tripoli, Hiller's 
forces have captured the 
districts of Gharyan and 
Qasr Bani Ghashir along 
with several smaller towns 
They also seized the capi¬ 
tal's shuttered old airport. 
Fighting is now underway 
for control of Ain 7b ra and 
Azizyia, two larger towns

Cyprus lake, mineshaft searched for bodies after 2 found

Police investigators in Cy¬ 
prus searched a flooded 
mineshaft and a lake Mon¬ 
day in their investigation of 
the killings of two women 
and the disappearance of 
the 6-year-old daughter of 
one of the victims. 

The bodies of two women 
were found in the aban¬ 
doned mineshaft six days 
apart. The first, discovered 
April 14, was the mother of 
the missing child, a 38-year- 
old Filipino woman, police 
said. 

The second body was 


found April 20; the victim's 
identity has not been con¬ 
firmed yet, authorities said. 
A 35-year-old Cypriot mili¬ 
tary officer is in custody 
and faces charges of pre¬ 
meditated murder and 
kidnapping with intent to 
commit premeditated mur¬ 
der. A law enforcement of¬ 
ficial said that during ques¬ 
tioning the officer admitted 
killing the women. 

"The searches of the mine- 
shaft and the lake were for 
the missing girl, but inves¬ 
tigators had not ruled out 
there being more possible 
victims of the man in cus¬ 


tody, the official said. The 
official spoke to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on condition 
of anonymity because he 
was not authorized to pub¬ 
licly disclose details of the 
case 

The state-run Cyprus News 
Agency reported that in¬ 
vestigators said at a court 
hearing that the man in 
custody told investigators 
he met the second victim 
online and strangled her 
after they had sex. 

The search ofthe mineshaft 
will resume once inspec¬ 
tors make sure it is safe for 
crews to enter, he said.Q

Easter Sunday bomb blasts kill more than 200 in Sri Lanka

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka 
(AP) — Nine bombings of 
churches, luxury hotels and 
other sites on Easter Sun¬ 
day killed more than 200 
people and wounded hun¬ 
dreds more in Sri Lanka's 
deadliest violence since a 
devastating civil war in the 
South Asian island nation 
ended a decade ago. 
Defense Minister Ruwan 
Wijewandena described 
the blasts as a terrorist at¬ 
tack by religious extremists, 
and police said 13suspects 
were arrested, though 
there was no immediate 
claim of responsibility. Wi- 
jewardena said most of the 
bombingswere believed to 
have been suicide attacks.

The explosions — mostly in 
or around Colombo, the 
capital — collapsed ceil¬ 
ings and blew out win¬ 
dows, killing worshippers 
and hotel guests in one 
scene after another of 
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smoke, soot, blood, broken 
glass, screams and wailing 
alarms Victims were car¬ 
ried out of blood-spattered 
pews. 

"People were being 
dragged out," said Bha- 
nuka Ha rise ha nd ra, of 
Colombo, a 24-year-old 
founder of a tech market¬ 
ing company who wasgo- 
ing to the Shangri-La Hotel 
fora meeting when it was 
bombed. "People didn't 
know whatwasgoing on. It 
waspanic mode." 

He added: 'There was 
blood everywhere." 

Most of those killed were 
Sri Lankans. But the three 
bombed hotels and one of 
the churches, St. Anthony's 
Shrine, are frequented by 
foreign tourists, and Sri Lan¬ 
ka's Foreign Ministry said 
the bodies of at least 27 
foreigners from a variety of 
countrieswere recovered. 
The U.S. said "several"Amer¬ 
ica ns were among the 
dead, while Britain, China, 
Japan and Portugal said 
they, too, lost citizens. 

The Sri Lankan government 
imposed a nationwide cur¬ 
few from 6 p.m. to 6 a.m. 
and blocked most social 
media including Face- 
book and YouTube, say¬ 
ing it needed to curtail the 
spread of false information 
and ease tension in the 


country of about 21 million 
people. 

Prime Minister Ranil Wick- 
remesinghe said he feared 
the massacre could trigger 
instability in Sri Lanka, and 
he vowed to 'Vest all nec¬ 
essary powers with the de¬ 
fense forces" to take action 
against those responsible. 
The Archbishop of Colom¬ 
bo, Cardinal Malcolm Ran- 
jith, called on Sri Lanka's 
government to "mercilessly" 
punish those responsible 
"because only animalscan 
behave like that." 

Police spokesman Ruwan 
Gunasekara said at least 
207 people were killed and 
450 wounded. He said po¬ 
lice found a safe house 
and a van used by the at¬ 
tackers. 

The scale ofthe bloodshed 
recalled the worst days of 
Sri La nka's 26-yea r c ivil wa r, 
in which the Tamil Tigers, a 
rebel group from the eth¬ 
nic Tamil minority, sought 
independence from the 
Buddhist-majority country. 
The Tamils are Hindu, Mus¬ 
lim and Christian. 

Sri Lanka, situated off the 
southern tip of India, is 
about 70 percent Buddhist. 
Scattered incidents of anti- 
Christian harassment have 
occurred in recent years, 
but nothing on the scale of 
what happened Sunday. 
There is also no history of 
violent Muslim militants in Sri 
Lanka. However, tensions 
have been running high 
more recently between 
hard-line Buddhist monks 
and Muslims. 

Two Muslim groups in Sri 
Lanka condemned the 
church attacks, as did 
countries around the 
world, and Pope Francis 
expressed condolences at 
the end of his traditional 
Easter Sunday blessing in 
Rome. 

"I want to express my lov¬ 
ing closeness to the Chris¬ 
tian community, targeted 


while they were gathered 
in prayer, and all the vic- 
timsof such cruel violence," 
Franc is said. 

Six nearly simultaneous 
blasts took place in the 
morning at the shrine and 
the Cinnamon Grand, 
Shangri-La and Kingsbury 
hotels in Colombo, as well 
asattwo churches outside 
Colombo, according to a 
Sri Lankan military spokes¬ 
man, Brig. Sumith Atapattu. 
A few hours later, two more 
blasts occurred just outside 
Colombo, one of them at 
a guesthouse, where two 
people were killed, the oth¬ 
er near an overpass, Ata¬ 
pattu said. 

Also, three police officers 
were killed during a search 
at a suspected safe house 
on the outskirtsof Colombo 
when itsoccupantsappar- 
ently detonated explosives 
to prevent arrest, authori¬ 
ties said. 

The Shangri-La's second- 
floor restaurant was gut¬ 
ted, with the ceiling and 
windows blown out. Loose 
wires hung down and ta- 
bleswere overturned in the 
blackened space. From 
outside the police cordon, 
three bodiescould be seen 
covered in white sheets. 
Foreign tourists hurriedly 
used their cellphones to 
text family and loved ones 
that they were OK. Visi¬ 
tors from around the world 
come to Sri Lanka to see 
elephants, tea plantations, 
ancient Buddhist monu¬ 
ments and other sights. 

"I had a sense that the 
country was turning the 
comer, and in particular 
those in the tourism industry 
were hopefulforthe future," 
said tourist Peter Kelson, a 
technology manager from 
Sydney. "Apart from the 
tragedy of the immediate 
victims of the bombings, 

I worry that these terrible 
events will set the country

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Philippine quake knoc ks over building; at least 3 dead

A strong earthquake killed 
three people and trapped 
at several others Monday 
in a collapsed building that 
housed a supermarket in 
a northern Philippine prov¬ 
ince, where an interna¬ 
tional airport terminal was 
closed due to damage, of- 
fic ia Is sa id. 

Mayor Condralito dela 
Cruz of Porac town in Pam- 
panga province, north of 
Manila, said rescuerspulled 
two survivors from the col¬ 
lapsed building, where oth¬ 
er trapped people could 
be heard screaming for 
help as rescuers struggled 
to save them. 

An Associated Press pho¬ 
tographer saw a third sur¬ 
vivor and the body of a 
woman being extricated 
by rescuers from the rubble 
late Monday. The rescue 
work picked up pace after 
four cranes arrived at the 
scene, where Red Cross 
volunteers, police and sol¬ 
diers helped out. 

A child was one of two 
dead people pulled out 
from the rubble earlier in 
the day. "fhe leg of one of 
the two survivors had to 
be amputated to extricate 
him, Porac Councilor May¬ 
nard Lapid said, adding 
that at least eight trapped 
people could be heard 
pleading for help at one 
point. 

'One of the trapped was 
seen waving for help from 
behind a glass window but 
we cannot see him now," 
Lapid told The Associated 
Press by telephone. 

At least 31 people re¬ 
mained unaccounted for 
at the collapsed Chuzon 
supermarket, based on 
a rough accounting of 
its employees, although 
some could have been 
elsewhere when the earth¬ 
quake struck, Lapid said. 


Ihe four-story building 
crashed down when the 
6.1 magnitude quake 
shook Pampanga as well 
as several other provinces 
and the capital, Manila, 
on the ma in northern isla nd 
of Luzon. The quake was 
caused by movement in 
a local fault at a depth of 
12 kilometers (8 miles) near 
the northwestern town 
of Castillejos in Smbales 
province, said Renato Soli- 
dum, who headsthe Philip¬ 
pine Institute of Volcanol¬ 
ogy and Seismology. 
"People told me that the 
ground moved like waves," 
Lapid said. 

The U.S. Geologic a I Survey's 
preliminary estimate is that 
more than 49 million peo¬ 
ple were exposed to some 
shaking from the earth¬ 
quake, with more than 14 
million people likely to feel 
moderate shaking ormore. 
Pampanga Gov. Lilia Pine¬ 
da told DZMM radio that 
she had received reports 
that the quake left at least 
eight people dead in her 
province, a rice-growing 
agricultural region, but 
could not provide details. 
Cellphone signals were er¬ 
ratic in the province. 

The quake also damaged 
an airport terminal at Clark 
freeport, a former U.S. Air 
Force base, and an old 
Roman Catholic church in 
Pampanga, and caused 
cracks in highways and 
bridges, Pineda and other 
offic ia Is sa id. 

Clark airport was closed 
temporarily because of 
damaged check-in coun¬ 
ters, ceilings and parts of 
the departure area, airport 
official Jaime Melo said, 
adding that seven people 
were slightly injured and 
more than 100 flights were 
canceled. 

In Manila, hundreds of of¬ 
fice workers dashed out of 
buildings in panic, some 
wearing hard hats, and 


residents ran out of houses. 
Dozens of aftershoc ks were 
recorded. The Philippines, 
one of the world's most 
disaster-prone countries, 
has frequent earthquakes 
and volcanic eruptions be¬ 
cause of its location on the 
Pacific "Ring of Fire," a seis- 
mically active arc of volca¬ 
nos and fault lines in the Pa- 
c ific Ba sin. A ma g nitud e 7.7 
quake killed nearly 2,000 
people in the northern Phil¬ 
ippines in 1990.Q

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Mexican police detain hundredsofCenbal American migrants

— Mexican police and im¬ 
migration agents detained 
hundreds of Central Ameri¬ 
can migrants Monday in 
the largest single raid on 
a migrant caravan since 
the groups started moving 
through the country last 
year. 

Police targeted isolated 
groups at the tail end of 
a caravan of about 3,000 
migrants who were mak¬ 
ing their way through the 
southern state of Chiapas 
with hopes of reaching the 
U.S. border. 

As migrants gathered un¬ 
der spots of shade in the 
burning heat outside the 
city of Pijijiapan, federal 
police and agents passed 
by in patrol trucksand vans 
and forcibly wrestled wom¬ 
en, men and children into 
the vehicles. 

The migrants were driven 
to buses, presumably for 
subsequent transportation 
to an immigration station 
for deportation processing. 
As many as 500 migrants 
might have been picked 


up in the raid, according to 
Associated Press journalists 
atthe scene. 

Some of the women 
and children wailed and 
screamed during the de¬ 
tentions on the roadside. 
Clothes, shoes, suitcases 


and strollers littered the 
scene after they were tak¬ 
en away. 

Kevin Escobar, a 27-year- 
old from Honduras, was 
one of about 500 migrants 
who fled onto private prop¬ 
erty to avoid immigration 


agents. Sitting on the prop¬ 
erty, he yelled to them: 
'Why d o yo u wa nt to a rrest 
me?" 

Escobar vowed that he will 
never return to his home¬ 
town of San Pedro Sula, 
saying 'the gangs are kid¬ 


napping everyone back 
there." 

Agents had encouraged 
groups of migrants that 
separated from the bulk 
of the caravan to rest af¬ 
ter some seven hours on 
the road, including about 
half of that undera broiling 
sun. When the migrants re¬ 
grouped to continue, they 
were detained. 

Agents positioned them¬ 
selves at the head of the 
group and at the back. 
Some people in civilian 
clothing appeared to be 
participating in the deten¬ 
tions. 

After seeing what hap¬ 
pened, some migrants 
began walking in dense 
groupings and picked up 
stones and sticks. 

Officials from the National 
Human Rights Commission 
observed the action from a 
distance. 

'We are documenting what 
is happening," said Jesus 
Salvador Quintana, a com¬ 
mission official. 'We cannot 
tell authorities in charge 
what to do, but yes, we are 
documenting and we will 

investigate.'O

Some women are washing 
their hair with dishwashing 
liquid because they can't 
afford to buy shampoo 
that costs more than the 
minimum monthly salary, 
now equivalent to just a 
few dollars Many have to 
adapt to make personal 
care products last longer, 
with no sign of an end to a 
crisis that has pushed more 
than 3 million Venezuelans 
— one-tenth of the popula¬ 
tion — to leave the country 
in recent years. 

Diaz gazed silently at the 
mirror and attempted a 
positive spin on the loss of 
locks that she had worn 
since she was a young 
child. She described herself 


as feeling "light" and said it 
had been hard to maintain 
herflowing hair in the past. 
'There are times when you 
go two orthree weekswith- 
out washing your hair," she 
said, alluding to frequent 
water shortages in past 
weeks, caused by nation¬ 
wide blackoutsthat shut off 
water pumps. 

Her mother, Yeny Gomez, 
laughed nervously and 
tried to buoy her daugh¬ 
ter's spirits. 

'You don't notice it," Go¬ 
mez, a 43-year-old teacher, 
said of the drastic haircut. 
Despite sacrificing her hair, 
Diaz said she still tries to buy 
cosmetics, using money 
she earns from making and 
selling bracelets 
But Gomez said she hasn't 
bought lipstick or any other 
cosmetics for more than a 
year because she's saving 
whatever money she earns 
to get food for her and 
her two daughters. Beauty 
care has become second¬ 
ary for most Venezuelans, 


she said. 

Carmen Merchani, a 
49-year-old hairdresser, 
knows that well. After de¬ 
cades of cutting and styl¬ 
ing hair, she said things 
have never been worse 
and she's had to adapt to 
maintain her salon on one 
of the steep hills of Catia, 
a Caracas district. About 
a yearago, Merchani said, 
she started to do barter 
deals with her clients, get¬ 
ting food in exchange for 
hair stylings, manicuresand 
pedicures. 

Local shopsthat sell beau¬ 
ty products are also rein¬ 
venting themselves to stay 
afloat. International cos¬ 
metics brands have disap¬ 
peared from storefronts, re¬ 
placed by cheaper goods 
from China as well as lo¬ 
cally made products that 
use honey and other ingre¬ 
dients.

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Petroglyphsof Sribana, Santa Cruz - Aruba 


ORANJ ES1AD — Long before writing was developed, people recorded events, ideas, 
plans, and feelings by marking them on a rock. Sometimes they carved into the 
stone. Sometimes they scratched off a surface coating. Sometimes they painted on 
the rocks. The method that they used was typically determined by the availability of 
color pigmerrtsto be used as paint; the hardness of the rocks, and the availability of 
tools that could be used to produce their message. 



All of these markings are referred to as 
"Rock Art." People worldwide have been 
producing rockartforthousandsofyears. 
Some of their messages can still be seen 
today. The oldest are usually found in rock 
shelters and caves where they are pro¬ 
tected from the wind, rain, salt and sun 
light. However, in arid climates as ours 
some examples of roc kart have persisted 
forten to fifteen thousand years, depend¬ 
ing upon how the art was produced, the 
direction that it faces, and the type of rock 
used as a "canvas" 

There are two basic types of rock art at 
this particular site, petroglyphs and pic- 
tographs Petroglyph is an image that is 
carved into a rock. This "carving" can pro¬ 
duce a visible indentation in the rock, or 
it can simply be the scratching away of 
a weathered surface to reveal unweath¬ 
ered rock of a different color below. The 
two headed deity of the legendary twins 
is carved into pinkish granite exposing 
the more gray colored stone, shown here 
nearthe top of this article is one of the Siri- 
bana site petroglyph. The prehistoric artist 
must have scratched the surface of the 
rock with probably a lithic tool. This work 
produced an indentation in the rock and 
also exposed an unweathered material of 
lig htercolorbelow. 

This next petroglyphs shown, is a recur¬ 
ring design of which we find back on 
various sites on the Island and else ware, 
whether as pictograph or like here as a 
petroglyph. This drawing is referred to, as 
a portal design, a doorway a hole in the 
sky in which you could be transported in 
to the spiritual world. Siribana rockforma- 
tion that lies some 1500 meters north-east 


of the Catholic Church of Santa Cruz, it's 
very beautiful and in the open air place 
where starry nights and full moons assem¬ 
blies were held, honoring the sky spirits. It 
does not show many big Batholith boul¬ 
ders upon the surface as at other sites il¬ 
lustrated in our previous articles. However 
these boulders are present, but not visible 
since most of them are underground level 
and what we can observe is merely the 
tips or heads of the emerging boulders 
out of the ground level. Siribana is the only 
known site that we can depict Petroglyph 
on the whole island. Petroglyphs, as de¬ 
scribed earlierare designs that have been 
scratched, carved orchiseled on the rock 
surface, exposing the lessweathered rock, 
in thiscase lighter colored stone, which on 
its part gives the expression its contrast. A 
stone that has been long exposed to the 
elements tends to have form a different 
outerlayerorcru st color. 

The particular incision in this rock looks very 
similarto one pictograph representing the 
Hopi Bow clan, keepers of the fire in Ari¬ 
zona, United States However we did not 
receive confirmation till now, whether this 
carving shown on this picture above was 
considered to be recent carving by mod¬ 
em Aruba ns orthat it has been completely 
ignored by experts. 

During the course of a few decades, 
this site has become almost impossible 
to reach. This due to the less hospitable 
conditions that have formed in relation 
to former access routes for visitors. A very 
difficult terra in to it hasbecome when go¬ 
ing up from the southern road for the less 
experienced outdoors men. A thick xero-

(AP) — C.T. Pan watched 
the Masters last week with 
his wife, and sometimes 
caddie, Yingchun Lin, 
thrilled by Tiger Woods'stir¬ 
ring victory at Augusta Na¬ 
tional. 

His wife, Pan recalled, told 
him point blank, "Hey, I'm 
not patient, so you bet¬ 
ter get me (to Augusta) as 
soon as possible." 

Pan complied quickly, 
taking advantage of top- 
ranked Dustin Johnson's 
back-nine meltdown Sun¬ 
day to win the RBC Heri¬ 
tage for his first PGA Tour 
victory. 

Along with $1,242 million, 
the win opensa world of op¬ 
portunities for the 27-year- 
old Taiwanese player He's 
exempt on tour through 
2020-21, in line to ma ke the 
President's Cup Interna¬ 
tiona I tea m this yea r a nd 
will have an opportunity 
he's dreamed about since 
taking up the game in the 
mid-1990s by playing at Au¬ 
gusta National. 

"It's a good problem to 
have,"Pan said. 

Pan shota 4-under67to fin¬ 
ish at 12-under272, a stroke 
ahead of Matt Kuchar 
and two in front of Patrick 
Cantlay, Scott Piercy and 
Shane Lowry. Kuchar had 
a 67, Cantlay and Piercy 
had 69sand Lowry a 70. 

The top-ranked Johnson, 
the third-round leader in 
his home-state event, had 
a 77 to tie for 28th at 4 un¬ 
der. He played a five-hole 


stretch in 7 over, making 
bogeys on Nos. 11-13 and 
double bogeys on Nos 14- 
15. 

Pan tookthe lead forgood 
with a 9-foot birdie putt on 
the par-4 16th. 

Pan headed to the prac¬ 
tice range after the round 
to keep ready in case of a 
playoff, then raised hisarms 
in triumph when told he'd 
won. 

"It's still really hard for me 
to believe," he said. "I'm 
processing. My phone has 
been vibrating the last 10 
minutes I'm so happy I fi¬ 
nally got it done." 

Pan won twice on the PGA 
Tour Canada in 2015 when 
he turned professional. 
He's finished second twice 
in PGA Tour events, once 


at the Farmers Insurance 
Open in 2017 and last year 
at the Wyndham Champi¬ 
onship. 

Johnson, the 20-time PGA 
Tour champ, carried a 
one-shot lead into the final 
round and the South Caro¬ 
lina native seemed a strong 
bet to add the Palmetto 
State's only tour stop to his 
trophy case. But Johnson 
neverfound a rhythm early 
and lost all hope with his 
uncharacteristic drop off. 
He had a birdie on the fifth 
to keep on top. Johnson's 
collapse started mildly with 
a bogey on the par-3 sev¬ 
enth hole. It took full flight 
on the back nine. 

Johnson's frustrations were 
in full display on the par-4 
13th when his approach 


went into the bunker, a 
foot or so from the wood¬ 
en-board facing. He barely 
got it out, shook his head 
and tossed his wedge 
down against his bag. 

He flew his tee shot into the 
water on the par-3 14th 
to drop two more shots. 
Johnson added a second 
double bogey on the par-5 
15th, a hole he had birdied 
the first three rounds. 
Johnson waved to the 
standson the 18th when he 
closed with a birdie. 

Lowry, who had three bo¬ 
geys over his fina I six holes 
Saturday to lose a lead he 
held much of the week, 
appeared to regain hisear- 
lierform with birdies on the 
second, fifth and sixth holes 
to take a two-shot lead. But 


a bogey on the straightfor¬ 
ward, par-4 ninth — Lowry 
had bird ied it two of the first 
three rounds — dropped 
him back. He stubbed a 
pair of chips on the 12th 
hole and took double bo¬ 
gey. 

Lowry scratched back 
within a shot of Pan with 
a birdie on the 14th, but 
could come no closer. 

He said he'll take positives 
from the week. "Look, after 
coming so close, it's hard 
to describe what it's like," 
Lowry said "But I'm sure I'll 
get over it and move on to 
next week." 

Kuchar, the 2014 winner at 
HarbourTown, put togeth¬ 
er a charge of five birdies 
to tie Pan for the top. But 
a bogey on the par-3 17th 
following a tee shot into the 
bunker ruined his chances 
of a second ta rta n jac ket. 
"Itwasso much fun," Kuchar 
said. 'Getting in the mix on 
the back nine here on Sun¬ 
day. That back nine, I was 
really, really enjoying my¬ 
self." 

Cantlay looked like a sec¬ 
ond strong weekend — he 
went 64-68 his final two 
rounds at the Masters to tie 
for ninth — might bring him 
victory as he tied for the 
top with consecutive bird¬ 
ies on the 14th and 15th 
holes. He had a chip from 
just off the green on the 
18th fora tying birdie, but 
did notcome close. 

"I hit a lot of solid shots a nd 
(it) just wasn't enough," he 
said.

The 
race is so special to retired 
Formula One world cham¬ 
pion Fernando Alonso that 
he is returning next month 
for a second chance to 
close out his 'Triple Crown" 
quest. 

Ihe race is also just one of 
17 on the IndyCar sched¬ 
ule, but worth double 
points in the champion¬ 
ship race. Hinchcliffe was 
fifth in the standings when 
he missed the 500 last year 
and he plummeted to 11th 
and never recovered to 
make a run at the title. It's 
the one event every spon¬ 
sor wants to be part of 
when they sign the checks, 
and Michael Andretti had 
to scramble to buy Ryan 
Hunter-Reay a seat in 2011 
when the team failed to 
qualify and Andretti need¬ 
ed his longtime partners in 
the field. 

So when Hinchcliffe and 
sponsor Arrow were sent 
home last year, Roger 
Penske was one of the first 
owners to publicly question 
the bumping tradition.

changed." 

Penske said it was time for 
IndyCar'to step back and 
lookatthisand be sure that 
people who commit for a 
full season know they have 


a (guaranteed) place in 
the Indy 500." 

It was an interesting take 
from the most revered 
team owner in the pad- 
dock: Penske drivers have 
won the Indy 500 a record 
17 times, and his organi¬ 
zation was stunningly ex¬ 
cluded from the race in 
1995 when his cars failed to 
qualify. For added humilia¬ 
tion, defending race win¬ 
ner Al Unser J r. was one of 
those sidelined. 

"I remember walking out of 
pit lane with 100,000 people 
on qualification day and 
going back to my garage 
and it was a real blow," 
Penske told the AP. "On 
the other hand, it made us 
bettergoing forward. This is 
a place you want to race 
and you have to be there 
(guaranteed) going in." 
Now Chip Ganassi and 
Michael Andretti have 
echoed Penske's senti¬ 
ment, and Hulman and 
Co. CEO Mark Miles said he 
understands their position. 
Guaranteed spots will not 
happen next month forthe 
103rd running of the race, 
but there are ongoing dis¬ 
cussions as to how to pro¬ 
tect IndyCaris full-time en¬ 
trants when it comes to the 
marquee race. 

Fans could not be angrier 
atthat idea. 

Ganassi a week ago at 
Long Beach enlivened the 
debate by openly aligning 
with rival Penske. 

"He knows what it's like not 
to be in that race," Ga¬ 
nassi said. 'Thank God I 
don't know what that's like. 
But obviously I agree with 
him. When you're making 
a commitment all year for 
the series, a commitment is 
just that." 

Bedridden and bored all 


last weekend with the flu, 
Ganassi passed the time on 
Twitter responding to the 
backlash. A user named 
John Day asked Ganassi, 
"why now?" when there 
was no griping over Bobby 
Rahal missing Indy in 1993 
or the Penske cars two 
years later. 

"Hey John calm down," 
Ganassi wrote. 'We are just 
discussing options. Maybe 
there is one that keeps ev¬ 
eryone happy. Maybe not." 
Team owners and the Indy 
500 puristsboth make com¬ 
pelling arguments. 

The traditional "Bump Day" 
is a part of the Indy 500 
mystique and adds a cru¬ 
cial wrinkle of drama to 
qualifying weekend. The 
race against the clock to 
make the field of 33 can be 
heartbreaking — it sure was 
for Hinchcliffe last season 
— and IndyCar has updat¬ 


ed the system for this year. 
Hinchcliffe was knocked 
out of the race in Saturday 
qualifying last year, but the 
bumping will now be held 
on Sunday afternoon. Any 
cars outside the top 30 will 
have a shot at the "Last 
Row Shootout" to snag the 
fina I three spots in the field. 
It gives those tea ms an ex¬ 
tra day to workon improve¬ 
ments, adds suspense to a 
second day of qualifying 
for television purposes and 
gives teams a last-ditch 
chance to make the show. 
It'sa lifeline fortea ms strug¬ 
gling to make the race, 
and a pretty fair conces¬ 
sion. Forthe time being. 
Motorsports is simply not as 
healthy a sit was when Pen¬ 
ske'sea rsfailed to make the 
race nearly 25 years ago. 
His sponsors absorbed the 
blow then, asArrow did last 
year, but teams are scrap¬ 


ing togetherevery dollarto 
fill a season these daysand 
missing the 500 can deci¬ 
mate the bottom line. 

The economics of IndyCar 
means many drivers bring 
their own money to their 
tea ms Not ma king the Indy 
500 not only means they 
don't get paid but also 
hurts their ability to sell fu¬ 
ture races 

If this was 1911, then sure, 
the fastest 33 cars race and 
that's just fine. 

But this is 2019 and teams 
— and we're only talking 
about 20-something full¬ 
time entries, leaving about 
10 open spots in the field — 
at least need the assurance 
they will have a spot in the 
race. Maybe that means 
more than 33 cars race? 
As Penske noted, the world 
has indeed changed, and 
sometimes business trumps 
tradition.^

MEMPHIS), Tenn. (AP) — An 

arsenal of new technol¬ 
ogy is being put to the test 
fighting floods this year as 
rivers inundate towns and 
farm fields across the cen¬ 
tral United States. Drones, 
supercomputers and sonar 
thatscansdeep underwa¬ 
ter a re helping to maintain 
flood control projects and 
predict just where rivers will 
roar out of their banks 
Together, these tools are 
putting detailed infomna- 
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tion to use in real time, en¬ 
abling emergency manag¬ 
ers and people at risk to 
make decisions that can 
save lives and property, 
said Kristie Franz, associate 
professor of geological and 
atmospheric sciences at 
Iowa State University. 

"The cost of this technology 
iscoming down even asdi- 
saster recovery becomes 
more expensive, so "any¬ 
thing we can do to reduce 
the costs of these floods 
and naturalhazardsisworth 
it,"she said. "Of course, loss 
of life, which you can't put 
a dollar amount on, is cer¬ 
tainly worth that as well." 
U.S. scientists said in their 
spring weather outlook 
that 13 million people are 
at risk of major inundation, 
with more than 200 river 
gauges this week show¬ 
ing some level of flooding 
in the Mississippi River ba¬ 
sin, which drains the vast 
middle ofthe United States. 
Majorflooding continues in 
places from the Red River 
in North Dakota to nearthe 
mouth of the Mississippi in 
Louisiana, a map from the 
National Weather Service 
shows. 

'There are over 200 mil¬ 
lion people that are under 
some elevated threat risk," 


said Ed Clark, director of 
the National Water Center 
in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, a 
flood forecasting hub. 

Much of the technology, 
such as the National Wa¬ 
ter Model , didn't exist un¬ 
til recently. Fueled by su¬ 
percomputers in Virginia 
and Florida, it came online 
about three yearsago and 
expanded streamflow data 
by 700-fold, assembling 
data from 5 million river 
miles (8 million kilometers) 
of rivers and streams na¬ 
tionwide, including many 
smaller ones in remote ar¬ 
eas 

'Our models simulate ex¬ 
actly what happens when 
the rain falls on the Earth 
and whether it runs off 
or infiltrates," Clark said. 
"And so the current con¬ 
ditions, whether that be 
snow pack orthe soil mois¬ 
ture in the snow pack, well 
that's something we can 
measure and monitor and 
know." 

Emergency managers and 
dam safety officials can 
see simulations of the con¬ 
sequences of flood waters 
washing away a levee or 
crashing through a dam 
using technology devel¬ 
oped at the University of 
Mississippi — a web-based 


system known as DSS-WISE . 
The software went online in 
2017 and quickly provided 
simulations that informed 
the response to heavy rains 
that damaged spillways 
at the nation's tallest dam 
in northern California. The 
program also helped fore¬ 
cast the flooding afterHur- 
ric a ne Ha rvey in Texa s a nd 
Louisiana that year. 
Engineers monitoring le¬ 
vees along the Mississippi 
River have been collecting 
and checking data using 
a geographic information 
system produced by Esri, 
said Nick Bid lack, levee 
safety program manager 
for the Memphis district 
of the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers. The company 
produces mapping tools 
such as an interactive site 
showing the nation's larg¬ 
est rivers and their average 
monthly flow. 

On the Mississippi River, 
flood inspectors use smart¬ 
phones or tablets in the 
field to input data into 
map-driven forms for wa¬ 
ter levels and the locations 
of inoperable flood gates, 
seepages, sand boils or le¬ 
vee slides, which are cracks 
or ditches in the slopes of 
an earthen levee. Pho¬ 
tos, videosand other data 


are sent to an emergency 
flood operation center in 
real time, allowing Corps 
officials to visualize any 
problems and their exact 
location, instantly informing 
the response, Bid lack said. 
"If people in the field have 
concerns about some¬ 
thing, they can let us know 
to go out there and look 
at it," Bidlack said. 'There's 
a picture associated with 
it, a description of it, and it 
helpsustake care of it." 
Corps engineers are in¬ 
creasingly flying drones to 
get their own aerial pho¬ 
tography and video of 
flooded areas they can't 
otherwise get to because 
of high water or rough ter¬ 
rain, said Edward Dean, a 
Corpsengineer. 

"We can reach areas that 
are unreachable," Dean 
said. 

The Corps also now uses 
high-definition sonar in its 
daily operations to survey 
the riverbed, pinpointing 
where maintenance work 
needs to be done, said 
Corps engineer Andy Sim- 
merman. The Memphis dis¬ 
trict uses a 26-foot survey 
boat called the TigerShark, 
with a sonar head that 
looks like an old-fashioned 
vacuum cleaner and col¬ 
lects millions of points per 
square inch of data, Sim- 
merman said. 

The technology has helped 
them find cars and trucks 
that have been dumped 
into the river, along with 
wea k spots in the levees 
'These areas are 20 to 80 
feet underwater, we'd nev¬ 
er get to see them without 
sonar," Simmerman said. 
'The water never gets low 
enough for us to see a lot 
of these failures" 

During recentflooding near 
Cairo, Illinois, a culvert that 
should have been closed 
was sending water onto 
the dry side of a levee. The 
sonar pointed engineers to 
the precise location of a 
log that was stuck 20 feet 
deep in murky water, keep¬ 
ing the culvertopen. Plastic 
sheathing and sandbags 
were brought in to stop the 
flow and save the land be¬ 
low. 

'The sonar definitely made 
a difference," said Simmer- 
man.

NEW YORK (AP) — From 
wine to clothing to tours, 
HBO and retailers have 
cashed in through the years 
with 'Game of Thrones" 
merchandise. 'Thrones" is 
not only a huge internation¬ 
al show but also a massive 
business, with all sides hop¬ 
ing to pad the bank during 
the show's eighth and final 
season. 

"It's thousands of products, 
just a lot of stuff all around 
the world," said Jeff Peters, 
HBO's vice president of li¬ 
censing and retail. "We're 
so busy we don't stop and 
count." 

Products include makeup, 
beer, toy collectibles and 
even high fashion collabo¬ 
rations 

But while the show itself is 
a "IV phenomenon, that 
doesn't guarantee fans will 
flock to stores. 

"It's certainly good to be 
lucky. But you don't get 
to where the merchandis¬ 
ing programs are with HBO 
and what they've done 
with 'Game of Thrones' un¬ 
less you have a true, point- 
by-point marketing and 
merchandising and retail 
strategy," said product and 
licensing expert Tony Lisan- 
ti. 

'This is a global property 
and every country may 
resonate a little different," 
he said. 

California-based Vintage 
Wine Estates has been 
making the official 'Game 
of Thrones" wine for three 


years now, said Pat Roney, 
the company's CEO. 'just 
the excitement all over the 
world with the calls that we 
get from almost 40 different 
countries to sell wine — it's 
just a mazing," he said. 
Popular tours of 'Game of 
Thrones" filming locations in 
Croatia and Ireland have 
boosted small, local econ¬ 
omies there, according to 
TripAd visor's And new Aley. 
'Some really positive exam¬ 
ples like Northern Ireland, 
for example, where it's not 
somewhere that's always 
been on every tourist's ra¬ 
dar and it's now become 
one of the major pillars of 
tourism in that local econ¬ 
omy," he said. "But it's one 
of those factors that's then 
driving tourism to other at¬ 
tractions as well, like at 
Belfast Titanic or Giant's 
Causeway." 

It wa sn't a Iwa ys th is e a sy fo r 
HBO to find retailing part¬ 
ners for'Game of Thrones," 
Peters said. 


"At the beginning, nobody 
really knew what it was," 
he said. 'So, we were the 
ones making phone calls 
and we were saying, 'Hey, 
you gotto get in on this. We 
think there's a great oppor¬ 
tunity.' As the show got es¬ 
tablished and got big, then 
all the callscame to usand 
people were just throwing 
ideasand pitches." 

Some of those ideas re¬ 
sulted in fashion collabora¬ 
tions with companies like 
Adidas, who created the 
now hard-to-find "Adidas 
x Game of Thrones Ultra 
Boosts" shoes, as well as a 
collection with men's fash¬ 
ion designerj ohn Va rvatos 
'The one thing that always 
stands out in my mind from 
the first season was all the 
textures, all the way the 
leathers are finished, the 
a rtisa n fa b ric s, a nd it's a lot 
ofwhatwe do,"said Varva- 
tos. "But I also didn't want 
to make 'Game of Thrones' 
(clothes) where someone 


felt like they were wearing 
a costume around town.... 
So what you wanted to do 
is take that inspiration with 
a lot of the great details 
from the wardrobe from 
the show and put that into 
product that people actu¬ 
ally could wear." 

There are also 'Thrones"- 
themed board games like 
"Monopoly," "CLUE" and 
"Risk"; Danielle Nicole's 
'Game of Thrones" hand¬ 
bags; and beer made by 
upstate New York's Brewery 
Ommegang. 

Just how much money is 
being made? No one really 
knows except HBO. And 
the number's hard to esti¬ 
mate, fora reason. 

"HBO wants to get as high 
a licensing fee as possible. 
It will not want the com¬ 
panies that license 'Game 
of Thrones' to know what 
deals HBO is striking so that 
those companies seek to 
obtain a lower fee," wrote 
Dr. Larry Chiagouris, profes¬ 


sor of marketing at Pace 
University, in an email to the 
Associated Press. 

His broad guess of how 
much HBO is bringing in: "It's 
a lot!" 

Aside from the chance to 
make money, there have 
been other benefits to re¬ 
tailers joining forces with 
HBO. Take Urban Decay's 
new makeup collection, for 
example. 

"A couple ofthese products 
didn't even exist in our line 
before. So the lipsticks were 
reimagined and have new 
casings and everything 
else," said Wende Zbmnir, 
founding partner and chief 
creative officer of Urban 
Decay (the company pre¬ 
viously worked with HBO on 
the show 'Vinyl"). 

There's been a push to get 
new 'Thrones" products out 
in time for the last season, 
but Lisanti thinks that even 
when the show ends, the 
products will stay in de¬ 
mand thanks to streaming 
and planned spinoffs. 
"Aslong asthere'snew con¬ 
tent, then the franchise will 
continue to be popular. 
And that content doesn't 
have to be another se¬ 
ries," said Usanti. It could be 
events such as a 'traveling 
exhibition, concerts series, 
and events in cities and 
around the world." 

HBO isn't worried. 

"We're striking right now 
while the iron is hot," said 
Peters. "But we're pretty 
confident that there will be 
interest in 'Game of Thrones' 
fora long time.'O

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — 

More than a dozen wild 
bee species critical to pol¬ 
linating everything from 
blueberries to apples in 
New England are on the 
decline, according to a 
new study. 

Researchers from the Uni¬ 
versity of New Hampshire 
wanted to understand if 
the documented declines 
hitting honeybees and 
bumblebees were also 
taking a toll on the lesser 
studied bee spec ies in New 
Hampshire. 

So they examined 119 spe¬ 
cies in the state from a 
museum collection at the 
college dating back 125 
years. Writing in the peer- 
reviewed journal Insect 
and Conservation Diver¬ 
sity this month, Sandra Re- 
han and Minna Mathias- 
son concluded 14 species 
found across New England 
were on the decline by as 
much as 90 percent. Sev¬ 
eral of them are leafcutter 
and mining bees, which, 
unlike honeybees, nest in 
the ground. 

'We know that wild bees 
are greatly at risk and not 
doing well worldwide," Re¬ 
ha n, assistant professor of 
biologicalsciencesand the 
senior author on the study, 
said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. 'This status assess¬ 
ment of wild bees shines 


a light on the exact spe¬ 
cies in decline, beside the 
well-documented bumble 
bees. Because these spe¬ 
cies are major players in 
crop pollination, it raises 
concerns about compro¬ 
mising the production of 
key crops and the food 
supply in general." 

Bees have been on the 
decline for more than a 
decade across the globe, 
and scientists have blamed 
a range of factors including 
insecticides called neonic- 
otinoids, parasites, disease, 
climate change and lack 
of a diverse food supply. 
Bees a re critical pollinators, 
and about a third of the 
human diet comes from 
plants that are pollinated 


by insects. 

Greg Burtt, who ownsBurtt's 
Apple Orchard in Cabot, 
Vermont, said he relies 
heavily on wild pollina¬ 
tors to produce crops. The 
9,000-tree orchard cov¬ 
ers 10 acres and has been 
around fora decade. 
"Making sure that pollina¬ 
tors in the areaare heaIthy 
and doing well is definitely 
something we're con¬ 
cerned about," Burtt said. 
Jeff Lozier, a bee expert 
from the University of Ala¬ 
bama who did not take 
part in the research, called 
the study "interesting" and 
said the findings a re a criti¬ 
cal step in expanding re¬ 
search into lesser known 
spec ies of bees. Q

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Americans' energy use surges despite climate change concern

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans burned a re¬ 
cord amount of energy in 
2018, with a 10% jump in 
consumption from boom¬ 
ing natural gas helping to 
lead the way, the U.S. En¬ 
ergy Information Adminis¬ 
tration says 

Overall consumption of all 
kinds of fuels rose 4% year 
on year, the largest such 
increase in eight years, a 
report this week from the 
agency said. Fossil fuels in 
all accounted for 80% of 
Americans' energy use. 
That's despite increasingly 
urgent warnings from sci¬ 
entists that humans a re run¬ 
ning out of time to stave 
off the harshest effects of 
climate change by cutting 
greenhouse gas emissions 
from consuming coal, oil 
and natural gas. 

A 2018 National Climate 
Assessment involving sci¬ 
entists from 13 government 
agencies and outside ex¬ 
perts warned that climate 
change already "presents 
growing challenges to hu¬ 
man health and quality of 
life, the economy, and the 
natural systems that sup¬ 
port us." 


Last month wasthe second 
hottest March globally on 
record with an average 
temperature of 56.8 (13.8 
degrees Celsius), nearly 2 
degrees warmer than the 
20th century average, be¬ 
hind only March 2016, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

Alaska had its warmest 
March byfar, nearly ^de¬ 
grees above normal and 


3.7 degrees warmer than 
the previous record set in 
1965. 

'Globally, the long-term 
pattern, of which March 
2019 is an exclamation 
point... isalmost entirely re¬ 
lated to increased green¬ 
house gases," said Deke 
Arndt, climate monitoring 
chief for NOAA's National 
Center for Environmental 
Information. 

This week's report says the 


2018 weather led Ameri¬ 
cans to turn on their fur¬ 
naces and air conditioners 
more often. With the U.S. 
shale oil and gas boom 
helping make natural gas 
increasingly affordable, 
and with more power 
plants running on natural 
gas, natural gas consump¬ 
tion by the national electri¬ 
cal grid rose 15%from 2017, 
the energy information 
agency said. 


Renewable energy con¬ 
sumption also hit a record 
high, led by a 22% jump in 
the use of solar power, the 
agency said. 

Chris Field, a climate scien- 
tistand directorofthe Stan¬ 
ford Woods Institute forthe 
Environment, says the ElA's 
breakdown of last year's 
energy use shows the U.S. 
has abundant fuel — but 
lacks the kind of policy le¬ 
vers that would make sure 
it's clean renewable fuels 
that Americans bum as en¬ 
ergy demand rises 
"Renewables are increas¬ 
ingly rapidly, but notasrap- 
idly as necessary to drive 
down total emissions," Field 
said. Coal consumption fell 
for a fifth straight year na¬ 
tionally, flailing in market 
competition against natu- 
ralgasand renewablesde- 
spite pledges from Donald 
Trump, asa candidate and 
then as president, to bring 
backthe coal industry and 
coal jobs. 

The Trump administration 
has played down the peril 
from climate change. En¬ 
vironmental Protection 
Agency chief Andrew 
Wheeler said last month 
that "most of the threats 
from climate change are 
50 to 75 yearsout.'O

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Two-wave U.& flu season is 
now the longest in a decade 


NEW YORK (AP) — Three 
months ago, this flu sea¬ 
son was shaping up to be 
short and mild in the U.S. 
Buta surprising second viral 
wave has made it the lon¬ 
gest in 10 years 
This flu season has been of¬ 
ficially going for 21 weeks, 
according to reports col¬ 
lected through last week 
and released Friday by the 
Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention. That 
makes it among the lon¬ 
gest seen since the govern¬ 
ment started tracking flu 
season duration more than 
20 yearsago. 

Some experts likened the 
unusual double waves to 
having two differentflu sea¬ 
sons compressed, back-to- 
back, into one. 


"I don't remember a sea¬ 
son like this," said Dr. Ar¬ 
nold Monto, a University of 
Michigan researcher who 
had been studying respira¬ 
tory illnesses for more than 
50 yea rs. 

The previous longest recent 
flu season was 20 weeks, 
which occurred in 2014- 
2015. 

Flu can cause a miser¬ 
able, relatively mild illness 
in many people and a 
more severe illness in oth¬ 
ers. Young children and the 
elderly are at greatest risk 
from flu and its complica¬ 
tions. Flu vaccinations are 
recommended annually 
forall but the very young. 
The current season began 
the week of Thanksgiving, 
a typical start time. At the 


beginning, most illnesses 
were caused by a flu strain 
that tends not to cause as 
many hospitalizations and 
which is more easily con¬ 
trolled by vaccines. 

But in mid-February, a nas¬ 
tier strain started causing 
more illnesses and driving 
up hospitalizations 
Not helping matters: The 
harsher bug is not well 
matched to the vaccine, 
said the CDC's Lynnette 
Brammer, who oversees flu 
tra c king. 

Still, this flu season is not 
nearly as bad as last win¬ 
ter's 19-week season, the 
deadliest in at least four 
decades An estimated 
80,000 Americans died of 
flu and its complications

an advanced copy of the 
book ahead of its release 
Tuesday. All bookproceeds 


will be donated to charity. 
Missing from the memoir is 
how her relationship with 


Gates affected her expe¬ 
rience at Microsoft. And 
she said it's difficult to look 
back to 30 years a go to say 
how things might be differ¬ 
ent today if he had made 
a move on an employee at 
work, back when the com¬ 
pany was 1% of its current 
size. 

"It's impossible to project 
how that was different," she 
said.

J immy Page was a young 
student, he had already 
developed such an insepa¬ 
rable relationship with his 
guitar that school officials 
would often confiscate it. 

"It would be given back at 
the end of the day. And this 
was quite repetitive," Page 
said. 

That dedication worked 
out pretty well for Page, 
who took Led Zeppelin to 
the zenith as one of the 
most powerful outfits in rock 
history. 

Now some of the instru¬ 
ments that he used to cre¬ 
ate that Zfeppelin sound 
are on display at an exhi¬ 
bition called "Play It Loud: 
Instruments of Rock &amp; 
Roll" at the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New York. 
Seven of Page's guitars, a 
few costumes and some 
of his equipment have 
been loaned to the ex¬ 
hibit, alongside dozens of 
guitars, drums and memo¬ 
rabilia from such legends 
as Chuck Berry, Jerry Lee 
Lewis, Bo Diddley and J ohn 
Lennon.

— A promotion around 
the movie 'The Curse of 
La Uorona" using tradi¬ 
tional Mexican healers for 
"spiritual cleansings" before 
screenings of the horrorfilm 
is drawing strong criticism 
from healers and scholars 
who say the stunts are of¬ 
fensive and demeaning. 
Leading up to the Friday 
release of the movie based 
on a Mexican folktale, War¬ 
ner Bros invited healers 
known as curanderos to 
give audiences cleanings 
called "limpias." The studio 
also dispatched Cuban- 
bom, Los Angeles-based 
healer Salvador Gata to 
"bless"an audience before 
the March 15 premiere at 
SXSW at The Paramount 
Theatre in Austin, Texas. 

In addition, photos posted 
on social media show im¬ 
ages of supposed heal¬ 
ers providing ceremonial 
cleansings in front of post¬ 
ers of 'The Curse of La Uo¬ 
rona,"then celebrating asif 
attending a party. 

"I'm working on the movie 
La Uorona and am look¬ 
ing fora curandero to do 


limpias before my movie 
screenings," publicist Na- 
hirWold wrote San Diego- 
based curandera Grace 
Sesma in an email. "Let me 
know if this is something 
you would be interested in 
doing!" 

Sesma said she ignored the 
invite until she started see¬ 
ing photos of purported 
limpias at screenings on¬ 
line. That angered herand 
she posted the email on 
herFacebook page. 

"I found it quite shameful," 
Sesma said. "It heightens 
the fear factor around a 
traditional practice and 
commodifies and exploits 
our culture just to get peo¬ 
ple to see their movie." 
ButMiguelFranco,a curan¬ 
dero based in Los Angeles, 
said Warner Bros, wasn't 
looking for stereotypes 
when the studio invited 
him severa I times at va rious 
eventsforthe movie. 
'Working at press junkets, 
offering myservicesto peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life, in¬ 
cluding several well-known 
people, influences, and 
media has allowed me to 
share my gift with people 
who normally would not 
have sought me out," Fran¬ 


co said. He called the ex¬ 
perience "overwhelmingly 
positive." 

Wold did not immediately 
return emails and phone 
messages left by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Tonita Gonzales, an inter¬ 
nationally known curan¬ 
dera based in Albuquer¬ 
que, called the promotion 
an "outrage and an appro¬ 
priation" of Mexican Ameri¬ 
can culture. 

'The limpia is a cleansing 
that helps people see the 
holy that's within them," 
Gonzales said. 'To us this 
to promote a movie, espe¬ 
cially during (Easter Week¬ 
end), is disturbing." 

The production hired 
curanderos as consultants 
to make sure the curande¬ 
ro in the film was portrayed 
accurately and with sensi¬ 
tivity, Warner Bros officials 
said. The studio declined 
further comment. 
Anthropologists believe 
curanderismo remained 
popular among poor La¬ 
tinos because they didn't 
have access to health 
c a re. But they sa y the fie Id 
is gaining traction among

Daniel Norgren's devotion 
to American roots music 
is undisguised on his latest 
work, 'Wooh Dang."Butthe 
Swede with the big Scandi- 
navian following is anything 
but a copycat. 


Trippy, edgy and daring, 
Norgren's first international 
release makes the case 
one more time that cross- 
cultural exploration re¬ 
mains the most fertile fron¬ 
tier in popular music. 

It isfresh, rough-edged per¬ 
fection. 

Norgren's music, described 
in promotional materials 
as "shredding in the most 
polite way possible," is a 
raw melange of coarsely 
elegant vocals, gently dis¬ 
torted guitar and piano 
set against a backdrop of 
unhurried bass and drum¬ 
ming. 

The opener, "Blue Sky 
Moon," is a three-minute 
blend of one-note mood 
intonations, chirping birds 
and gentle strumming.

In its own sweet time. 

As the first cut fades into 
'The Flow," a regal bass line 
and cymbals give way to 
gentle, chord-based pia¬ 
no, followed by the most 
restrained electric guitar. 
What comes next is a re¬ 
markable run of original 
songs filled with innovative, 
blues-based surprises. 
Norgren sings of trains and 
John Wayne movies in 
what could have sounded 
trite but is somehow magi¬ 
cal here. The lyrics almost 
don't matter. They are in¬ 
struments in the sound- 
scape he'screating — one 
more sign that Norgren has 
done something distinc¬ 
tive, different and new.

World-wide paranormal 
investigator and author 
Lorraine Warren, whose 
decades of ghost-hunting 
caseswith herlate husband 
inspired such frightening 
films as 'The Conjuring" se¬ 
ries and 'The Amityville Hor¬ 
ror," died. She was92. 
Warren's son-in-law Tony 
Spera and grandson Chris 
McKinnell posted Friday 
on Facebook that Warren 
died in her sleep "Thursday 
night at her Connecticut 
home. Phone messages 
and emails were left with 
several of Warren's family 
members. Warren's attor¬ 
ney, G a ry Ba rkin, c o nfimned 
his client's death via email 
to "The Associated Press. 
"She was a remarkable, lov¬ 
ing, compassionate and 
giving soul,"Spera wrote. 
"The Warrens founded the 
New England Society for 
Psychic Research in Mon¬ 
roe, Connecticut, in 1952 
to investigate suspected 


hauntings "The group also 
posted of her passing on 
Facebook. 

During their 61 years of 
marriage, Lorraine and Ed 
Warren investigated more 
than 10,000 cases in the 
U.S. and abroad, often 
writing about their experi¬ 
ences Theirunusual profes 
sion hasbeen credited with 
sparking popular interest in 
the paranormal, as well as 
the television shows and 
films now dedicated to the 
subject. 

'When nobody was really 
even talking about ghosts, 
they were just two people 
from Bridgeport, Connecti¬ 
cut, who came together 
a nd fell in love a nd Ed ha p- 
pened to have had a lot 
of paranormal instances 
when he was growing up 
and Lorraine was always 
the se nsitive c la irvo ya nt," 
said Larry Dwyer, a staff 
writer at the Horror News 
Network, a website that 
covers the horrorfilm indus 
try. He said the couple re¬ 


alized they could use their 
"gifts" and Catholic faith to 
help people who believed 
they were being tormented 
by ghostsordemons 
Ed Warren died in 2006 
and Spera now oversees 
the New England Society 
for Psychic Research. The 
organization's website said 
Lorraine Warren had "de¬ 
cided to retire from ac¬ 
tive investigations regard¬ 
ing the areas of haunted 
homes and demonic in- 
festations'possessions" but 
was still a consultant to the 
organization atthe time of 
herdeath. 

"The Warrens' work did re¬ 
ceive criticism from doubt¬ 
ers overthe years. The New 
England Skeptical Society 
in 1997 said the Warrens' 
"copious anecdotal evi¬ 
dence" of reportsof haunt¬ 
ings vastly outnumbered 
their "low-grade physical 
evidence." 

Warren told "The AP in a 
2013 interview that she un¬ 
derstood it was very diffi¬ 


cult for people to accept 
she could see ghosts if they 
had never seen one them¬ 
selves. "I hope you never 
will,"she said. "I really don't." 
The 2013 film 'The Conjur¬ 
ing" is based on the cou¬ 
ple's investigation into al¬ 
leged events at a Rhode 
Island farmhouse in the 
1970s Lorraine Warren vis¬ 


ited the set during the film¬ 
ing. She also spent time at 
herConnecticut home with 
actress Vera Farmiga, who 
portrays Warren in the mov¬ 
ie and its sequels. Farmiga 
expressed her condolenc¬ 
es on Twitter Friday, saying 
she was "blessed to have 
known" Warren and "hon¬ 
ored to portray her.'O 
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
